Says That WPA Does Not 
Create Labor Shortage 


Jefferson 
City,

5.—The 
charge is still made that the WPA 
creates an arm y of “loafers” who 
refuse to take private 
em ploy­ 
ment when it is offered them. It 
is further alleged that the WPA 
makes it difficult for farm ers and 
other employers to hire labor. But 
when these charges are 
investi­ 
gated, they 
are 
almost 
always 
found to be baseless, M atthews S. 
M urray, State A dm inistrator 
of 
the Works Progress A dm inistra­ 
tion, said this week. 
“This subject,” Mr. M urray ex ­ 
plained, “was discussed in an arti­ 
cle in the August num ber of the 
American Federotionist. 
The a r­ 
ticle was w ritten 
by 
Dean 
R. 
Brimhall of the Employment Divi­ 
sion of the Works Progress 
A d­ 
m inistration. 
Mr. Brimhall found 
in the other states a situation that 
exists in Missouri: when a per­ 
son complaining about the WPA 
is asked to name private employ­ 
ers who can not find men to 
fill 
jobs paying decent wages, he 
is 
generally unable to furnish 
any 
names. 
“As Mr. Brimhall expresses it, 
the complainer has m erely ‘heard’ 
that his uncle’s cousin might be 
looking in vain for workers. But 
when the cousin of the uncle 
is 
questioned, it almost always turns 
out that he has no job open. 
“There are employers,” the Mis­ 
souri 
A dm inistrator 
continued, 
"who expect a man to 
quit 
the 
WPA for extrem ely irregular em ­ 
ployment at less than subsistence 
wages, but no fair-m inded 
p er­ 
son would rate these as real jobs. 
On the other hand, an overw helm ­ 
ing m ajority of 
WPA 
workers 
are eager for private employment 


at reasonable pay. and they 
are 
constantly in search of it.” 
Mr. M urray emphasized a fact J 
which critics of the WPA habitu- ; 
ally ignore, nam ely that all Mis- j 
sourl WPA w orkers are registered j 
with the United 
States 
Re-em- i 
ployment Service. 
If the Service 
offers a w orker a jib in private 
industry for which h ‘ i> sauted 
and he refuses it, he is disquali­ 
fied for WPA employm ent. 
Moreover, w henever there has 
been need of harvest labor in 
a 
Missouri com m unity, local WPA 
projects have closed and will close 
in the future until after the h arv ­ 
est. 
This need of labor m ust be 
verified by local authorities, with 
the condition th at sufficient labor 
is not otherw ise 
available 
and 
that the closing will not be 
de­ 
trim ental to the operation of local 
projects. 
“Those who say that employers 
can not get w orkers because of the 
WPA should bear in mind an ob­ 
vious refutation of their charge,” 
Mr. M urray concluded. “T hat re­ 
futation lies in the fact that only 
a part of the unem ployed are on 
the WPA. 
The others 
are 
con­ 
stantly looking for work. Virtually 
every em ployer has a long list of 
applicants for jobs. Our experience 
has shown that there is no short­ 
age of persons willing to work; the 
shortage is in places for them in 
private industry.”
